Let the Home Stand Firet. 


^ The practice of preaching on what arc called "praclicul sub- 


* [jccls" has been growing in recent years. 
It is scouted by some 


who think clergymen should ."slick to (lie Bible" and leave 
practical matters in the hands of others. 
Yet there are many 


who feel thai sermons on (he affairs of daily life are not out of 
pb.ce at times, and are liable to do as much good as more doc- 
trinal efforts. 


A New England clergyman who is apparently in sympathy 


with lliis view had something fo say in his sermon last Sunday 
jnorning on the subject of home, he evidently sharing with 
others' who have considered the matter the belief that home 
life in tiiis country at the present lime is not all that it ought 
to be. , The subject is one that is taking the attention of many 
good men and women, and one that has been commented upon 
'in these columns. 


The minister who preached this sermon Sunday morning 


began by saying: "If there is one great central danger in our 
country today it is (he danger of minimizing rather than 
exalting the place of the home. 
It would not be desirable lo 


eliminate the appliances, conveniences and improvements the 
modern home enjoys, but the modern home would be benefited 
greatly by the old-fashioned family spirit which was found ii 
.the old-fashioned New Hngland home of early days." 
lie also 


said that work should not be looked upon as an arduous duty 
but as a privilege, and that a man's duties to his country are 
covered by his duties lo his home, church and school. 


That a tremendous change has taken place in the home Hi' 


of the people is known to all whose memory lakes them back 
any length of time. 
Perhaps (his change is no greater lhai 


others which have brought il about, but, in some senses a 
least, it is more important. 
If home life is falling away fron 


what it was designed to be, and what it ought lo be, it is lime 
Ihe subject received attention, for no country can truly fulfil 
its destiny which is not based on sound domestic life and con 
dilions. A country is nothing but Ihe aggregate of its homes 
and if Ihesc are defective the results will be manifest in man} 
and grievous ways. The stream cannot rise higher than its 
source, nor its wafer be purer. 


The changes in home life are largely, almost wholly, due lo 


'the changes that have been brought about in Ihc general life 
of the times. There are so many outside altracfions and dis 
fractions for old and young, so many clubs and organizations 
so much to call parents and children from (heir homes (hat the 
old-fashioned family circle has been severely strained, and il is 
a rare thing to'find il intact. The father, Ihe mother, and some 
or all of Ihe children are away so much of Ihc lime Ilia! (he 
home becomes in many instances liltle more than a lodging 
and eating place. The attractions or "duties" which separad 
the family may all be worthy, yef the effect on the family i: 
not of the best. The institution of a "Father and Son" move- 
ment shows in itself (hat something is wrong. 
Palhers and 


sons'ought to be able to get acquainted and know something 
aboul each oilier without the help of any organization. 


There must be sociability and common effort in furthering 


the interests ot a corrinumily, but these should never go so far 
as lo induce or promote neglect of the home. 
Home duties 


come first in every home worthy of (he name, and a commun- 
ity whose home life is what il ought lo be will be able lo strug- 
gle along Without an undue amount of formal and organized 
''uplifting."
